BIG BUSINESS, WAITERS IDLE 


Men Who Eat With Their Hats on 
Pay Little Less Than Hotel 
Diners 


Time was when the patron of the “lunch 
counter’ was looked on as a man of strait- 
ened circumstances or with a desire to 
horde his gold by stinting himself on his 
meals. Today the patron of the lunch room 
ranks akin to the autocrats who dine at 
their club. 

The patron of the lunch counter isn't 
“cheap.”” He cannot be unless he con- 
fines himself to a cup of coffee and a roll. 
}Dining at the average first-class lunch 
room has become a luxury during the past 
few weeks and the man who drops into one 
of the m&ny downtown p!laces for a “light 
lunch” finds himself invariably walking up 


check in his hand. Nothing so very “‘light”’ 
about that. Not long ago, for the same ex- 
penditure, he could have eaten at a real 
restaurant. 

Somebody seems to be manipuating thé 
unoffending, good-to-eat old cow. This 
somebody isn’t the man who owns the 
ranches and sends the cows to market, for 
market reports show that there h been 
a drop in the prices of cattle on the hoof. 
And representatives of the great packing 
house contend that there has been no in- 
crease in the price of dressed beef. But 
the consumer, whether he be the man who 
buys a roast or a steak and takes it home 
for his wife to cook or the man who goes 
into the lunchroom or restaurant and buys 
a sandwich—the consumer, poor chap, is 
paying an advance of qgbout 50 per cent over 
the ruling prices of six months ago. The 
question comes, “Why is it?’ “and no one 
inswers.

These increases prevail throughout the list 
of things that men may eat at 
places. It wis ‘three eggs. 15 cents. 

“two eggs 15 cents.”’ All other meats are 
higher, tov. The man who prefers pork, or 
veal, or fish, does not escape the lot of the 
beef-eater. The average increase in prices 
at the downtown Iunrch rooms and small 
restaurants is estimated at about 35 per 
cent. The man who eats at the swell 
cafe” has to pay all that can be conve- 
niently added up on the big cards. 
Despite the fact that in most of the 
downtown tunch rooms and restaurants pa- 
trens have to line up along the walls and 
wait their chance for a seat, and that, 
when seated, they read the papers from 
front to back before a waiter comes to 
them. it is reported in restaurant circles 
that there has been a marked falling off in 
business. 

Notices are being published and dis- 
tributed in various parts of the country 
warning waiters to stay away from 5Bt. 
Louls. The reason for these notices, says 
C. Linky, secretary of local union No. BW, 
is that. due toa decreese tn the restaurant 
business, there are now 200 union men out 
of employment and this number is daily 
growing larger. 

The management of the St. Louis Cater- 
ing Company, which controls five of the 
large and ‘‘exclusive’’ restaurants, declare 
this statement of decreased business is un- 
true. They report an increase in the busi- 
nss of the combination.

Eighteen Cents a Pound and “Thank 
You” Due From Thanksgiving 
Fowl! Buyers 


Thanksgiving turkeys will cost from 18 
to 20 cents a pound, according to the esti- 
mate of the men who are hand] ng the sup- 
piy. The size of tha turkey, its condition 
and an unexpected turn of the market may 
vary the figures and affect the fraction, but 
the commicsion men do not see how it is 
possible to make a very abrupt turn for 
ower prices 

Turkeys are coming in very good condi- 
tion from most parts of the shipp.ng fieid. 
Three weeks of cool, dry weather and plen- 
ty of corn have made that possible. From 
eealiered localities the turkeys are small 
and poor. lilinois, contrary to usual 
rule, is not figuring heavily,in the supply 
ihis year.

Time was when the patron of the “lunch 
counter’ was looked on as a man of strait- 
ened circumstances or with a desire to 
horde his gold by stinting himself on his 
meals. Today the patron of the lunch room 
ranks akin to the autocrats who dine at 
their club. 

The patron of the lunch counter isn't 
“cheap.”” He cannot be unless he con- 
fines himself to a cup of coffee and a roll. 
}Dining at the average first-class lunch 
room has become a luxury during the past 
few weeks and the man who drops into one 
of the mA&ny downtown pilaces for a “light 
lunch” finds himself invariably walking up 
to the cashier’s desk with a 4 or 50 cent 
check in his hand. Nothing so very “‘light”’ 
about that. Not long ago, for the same ex- 
penditure, he could have eaten at a real 
restaurant. 

Somebody. seems to be manipuating thé 
unoffending, good-to-eat old cow. This 
somebody isn’t the man who owns the 
ranches and sends the cows to market, for 
market reports show that there h been 
a drop in the prices of cattle on the hoof. 
And representatives of the great packing 
house contend that there has been no in- 
crease in the price of dressed beef.

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THE YEAR’S RAILROAD CASUALTIES. 


The builetin issued by the interstate commerce commission 
Shows that the railroads of the United States killed 2554 and 
iMjured 45,977 persons during the year ending June 30, 1903, an 
Increase of 735 in killed and of 6179 in injured over the pre- 
vious year. 

This is a bad showing. In his history of the Boer war 
Michael Davitt .catimates the number of men killed in action 
on the British side at 484] and on the Boer side at 3000. Many. 
oody battles in past and recent times have had a much 
emciler liet of casualties than ix shown in the year’s running of 
our railroads. ‘ 

In spite of the growth of mileage each year, the country is 
entitled to look for a decrease rather than an increase in rail; 
road casualties. Each year should witnes§$ such extensive im- 
provements in the roadbeda, in the adoption of safety devices, 
and in general safety precautions, as to bring our railroad ays- 
tem nenrer the standard of safety of the best-managed Enu- 
ropean systems. Track-spreading onght to become a thing of 
the past, grade crossings ought to be ‘abolished, the complete 
equipment with air brakes ought to be hastened. In every 
way, railroad travel should be made safer. The enormous loss 
in wreckage and from damage suits would thus be cut down. 
Buch a policy would pay.

The pen- 
alties of deforestation are too well known 
to require statement. The vast, man-made 
deserts of Spain afford mute testimony to 
its terrors. 

Something must be done to stop this 
work of destruction. The flood of litera- 
ture must be stayed, if we are to have a 
tree left. 

To accomplish the desired end we should 
strike at the root of the evil, and compel 
those responsible for the wholesale de- 
struction of timber to bear the penaity of 
their crimes. Of course in this land of free 
speech we cannot prevent authors by ar- 
bitrary laws from writing books, but in an 
indirect way, we may at least check the 
output. Let a law be enacted compelling 
each novelist to cut and manufacture into 
paper the trees required for ‘his books. 

This would not only curtail the output 
of novels, but it would give the writers 
an intimate knowledge of nature and the 
crafts; knowledge of which they are in 
sore need. And perhaps the influence of 
associations and honest toil would lead 
them to reform, and cure them of the fic- 


tion habit altogether.

“OUR MR. ZIEGLER” 
THE LETTER SAYS 


Baldwin Has Epistle Showing Zieg- 
ler’s Connection With Baking

had backed in the Baldwin-Ziegler polar 
expedition and with whom he had later 
severed all relations. 

To the Post-Dispatch Baldwin has said 
that if Ziegler aver went to trial in 
Jefferson City he (Baldwin) would have 
documents to introduce connecting the ex- 
pedition and the baking powder business.

Friends of the Two Coaches Think 
Differences Will Be Adjusted

St. Louis University and C. B. Cc. may not 
play their Thanksgiving day football game 
as scheduled. 

At a conference held yesterday between 
the St. Louis University and C. B. C. teams. 
an argument arose over the playing of 
Ricker. The conference was @ closed one 
but, at the end, the parties to the argument 
on both sides declared they could not reach 
an agreement on arrangements for the 
Turkey Day game and for the present the 
contest is off. 

Martin Delaney, the coach for St. Louis 
U., stated that there was no conference 
agreed upon for the near future at which 
matters might be adjusted, but friends of 
both teams seemed to think the manage- 
ments would get together and agree upon 
a game. 

The bone of contention is the playing of 
Ricker, formerly of High School. St. Louis 
University holds that Ricker played semi- 
professional baseball during the summer 
months and is therefore ineligible to play 
with Cc. B.C. 

C. B. C. maintains that Ricker has never 
been ruled out by the local A. A. U. and 
has never been protested on the score of 
professionalism up to the time of the St. 
Louis U. protest and that the ‘Varsity 
management cannot prove its claims of 
professionalism against the player named. 

Just now Ricker is a valuable man to 
Cc.

The resuscitation of ‘“‘Hardluck’’ Haugh- 
ton is about to take place. 

The new coliseum of the West End Club 
at Cook and Channing avenues is almost 
completed as to rearrangements and work 
is being rushed. 

The interior has been considerably altered 
and as a hall for athletic exhibitions the 
new quarters are much superior to the 
old ones.

“I intend to open up in a couple of 
weeks,’ said the man whom Fate is never 
tired of pursuing.

According to this manager Pittsburg has 
reached the end of its winning career, and 
the club to give the New Yorks a chace 
will be Chicago, the same as last year. 

He does not make this prediction without 
assigning reasons, and many of them are 
unanswerable.

“TI notice,’’ sald Selee, while indulging in 
a fanning bee, “that they are laughing at 
me in Pittsburg for asserting that the club 
of that city has won the National League 
pennant for the last time, but I mean ex- 
actly what I say, and I shall be surprised 
if they finish any better than third. Not 
to mention my own team at the start, I 
am decidedly of the opinion that New 
York will make a very strong bid for the 
National League pennant next year. 

“IT know of no team just now-—I am 
speaking of the National League only— 
that has a better pitching department. 
The team virtually got along with two 
itchers last season. McGinnity and 
athewson pitched in over eighty games 
and gained fi of their 8 viatories. That 
club did not have a single reliable pitcher 
to help out the other two. Taylor came 
the nearest to the others I have mentioned, 
and he landed 12 games. New York has a 
splendid adjunct to its pitching depart- 
ment in Ames, and he will do some very 
effective work for the club in 1904 unless I 
am much mistaken.
